I told him, 
from Rome; What I had done there? I anſwered 
him, for to viſit that Holy Place, and that in my 
way I had likewiſe paſſed by Madonna ai Loreto, 
where I ſpent two Days in Devotion. No ſooner 
heard he me ſay ſo, but preſently reply'd, It ſeems 
by your Actions you ſhould be a good Chriſtian.

That here- 
upon the ſaid Ambaſſador, putting off the Mask un- 
der which he ſecretly practiſed, openly demanded 
of the King leave for the ſaid Arch-Biſhop, and that 
by the great Authority he has over the Mind of 
that Prince, he is like to obtain it. FE
